room. It is important that you clearly under- 
stand the nature ofthe duties you have as- 
sumed and which are prescribed therein. I 
may confidently indulge in the pleasing antic- 
fpation that you will discharge your duties 
when you understand them: that you will 

- firmly yet fairly discharge them, ever mind- 

ful of the gravity of the judicial powers with 
which the law now invests you.

Nothing New in the St. Louis Postmaster- 
ship Contest—A Report That the Matter

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6.—From now on 
until some action is taken by Congress every- 
thing else will be lost sight of except the 
World’s Fair proposition. Time has been 
assigned to this matter and all parties inter- 
ested are on the ground with tbeir 
arguments for one of the cities named or the 
the other. Nothing else is heard about 
the lobbies and on the streets among the 
members of Congress but World's Fair.“ 
There are many who maintain a don't care“ 
silence, butthe time has arrived when they 
will be talked to and urged until some 
kind of decision is had from them. 
The Chicago peoble came in yesterday, and 
the New York committee with a memorial 
from that city is expected to-day. The St.

Interstate Commerce Commission Report. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6.—In their third 


annual report, submitted to Congress to-day, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission make 
recommendations looking to the amendment 
of the law in the following particulars: 


1. An amendment to the first section, so as 
to correct some ambiguities of language and 
make more definite and certain transportae- 
tion, both interstate and international in- 
tended to be subject tothe provisions of the 
act. 

2. An amendment to the third section relat- 
ing to the routing and interchange of traflic 
between carriers so asto beetter provide for 
through traffic at through rates over connect- 
fog lines. 

3. An amendment tothe twelfth section re- 
lating to the attendance of witnesses and the 
taking of testimony by deposition. 

4. An amendment to the twenty-second sec- 
tion allowing the-free transportation of per- 
sons injured in railroad accidente and of the 
families of railroad empioyes. 

The new sections suggested are: 

1. A prohibition of the payment of commis- 
sions by one railroad company toticket agents 
of another company for passenger transpor- 
tation. 

2. Ine abolition of ticket brokerage by re- 
quiring ticket-sellers to be duly authorized 
by a railroad company which assumes re- 
sponsibility for bis acts. 

8. The requirement that mileage shall be 
paid for cars used belonging to private com- 
panies or individuals. 

4. The extension of th 
to common carriers by

The New War Vessels.

Navy Department for the construction of bat - 
tle ships and torpedo boats and will continue 
the hearing of experts for some 
weeks yet. Elaborate plans illus- 
trative of the policy outlined by 
Secretary Tracy in his annual report for 
additional vesseis, are being prepared by the 
department Poltey Board, of which Com- 
modore MoCann is President, and will soon be 
furnished to both committees.

ate bill, he said, made an average reduction 


of 10 per cent on the duty of silk, it was ac- 
ceptableto him. Britton Richardson, Secre- 
tary of the same association, advocated the 
imposition of a- compound duty on silk. He 
said that about one-half of the silk consumed 
in this country was of American manufacture. 
The great obstacle which the American manu- 
fucturer had to contend against was under- 
valuation of imports. He did not believe that 
any duty could be laid on raw silk high 
enough to protect the silk growers of this 
country without crippling the manufacturer. 
He agreed to a suggestion made by Mr. Flower 
that it would require a duty of about 1,000 per 
cent to protect the cocoon raisers, and that 
this duty would necessitate a duty of 1,500 per 
cent on the finished product, 

Joseph Neuman of San Francisco favored an 
imposition of duty on raw silk, 

Phillip Walker, Chief of the Silk Rureau ofthe 
Department of Agriculture, submitted epeci- 
mens of cocoons and silk produced from those 
raised in the United States. If we could pro- 
duce all our silk it would add $15,000,000 to the 


income of the farmers. The Agricuitural De- 


partment had come to the conclusion that all 
the raw silk needed in this country could be 
produced if there was a duty of l per pound 
on raw silk. Taking upamapof the United 
States, Mr. Walker showed that the cucoons 
had been raised as tar north as Flathead 
Lake, Mont. The Department of Agriculture 
had purchased a good many cocoons from the 
Ladies’ Silk Culture Society which nad raised 
or collected them in Califurnia. A tax of $1 
per on raw silk would 
afford ug protection to make 
the industry profitable and would not 
increase the cost of silk goods more than 10 
cents a yard. The operatives in Italy and 
France had been enabled to Increase their 
production of reeled silk from one-half pound 
to one pound per day, owing entirely to the 
use of American machinery, yet this same 
machinery was not used in the United States 
because of lack ot cocoons. Hungary was 
rapidly coming to the front as a silk - producing 
country, owing to the protection and stimulus 
afforded by the Government. At present it 
costa the partment of Agriculture abou

The House Rules. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6.—Although the 
House Committee on Rules has not held a ses- 
sion during the recess, Speaker Reed, who is 
ex-officio Chairman, bas had drafted a code of 


rules for the government of the House 
during the coming session. He has 
not yet submitted it to the other 
members of the committee and consequentiy 
is reticent as to the changes proposed. He 
will submit the draft to the Republican mem 
bers this afternoon in order to get the benefit 
of their advice and suggestions, and the full 
committee will meet to-morrow and take final 
action.

A morning hour for the im- 
mediate consideration of bilis reported from 
committees such as existed prior to the Forty- 
seventh Congress, will probably be provided 
for. 


Uncle Sam Mulcted. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6.—In an opinion 
rendered in the well-known Edelhoff customs 
case the Supreme Court holds that silk and 
cotton ribbons, used exclusively as hat 


trimmings, are dutiable at 20 per cent under 
the provision in the tariff act of 1883 for 
‘‘trimmings for hats, bonnets and hoods,’’ 
and not at per cent under the 
provision for materlals of which silk is the 
component of chief value. The Government 
will, by this decision, be compelied to refund 
abeut $6,000,000 to imporgers in Philadelphia, 
New York, Boston and other places.

The Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6.—The Senate 
re- assembled at noon after the holiday recess 
with the Vice-President in the chair and with 
less than a quorum of Senators in the Cham- 
ber. Among the numerous petitions pre- 
sented and referred were two from Kansas and 


Texas, the former urging the selection of 
Chicago andthe latter of St. Lonis as the 
place for the International Exposition of 1892.

HYDATID CYST OF THE LIVER. 


A Rare Disease That Is Interesting Physi- 
ciansin Baltimore. 


A rare and serious disease, which is known 
as hydatid cyst of the liver, is being watched 
with great interest by the professors, doctors, 
and medical students at the City Hospital, says 
the Baltimore correspondent of the New York 
Sun. The patient isa German, John F. Ber- 
senbruch, and he is 44 years of age. His 
disease is due to the ova of a peculiar kind of 


tapeworm which inhabite the dog and o 
animals. The ova find their way inte the 
stomach of a man in drinking water, and are 
thence carried to the liver by the blood ves- 
sels. The egg is about one hundredth of an 
inch fn diameter, and the parts which develo 
it are found in the water, on the ground, an 
stick to the surface of vegetables, and thus 
it is possible in eating vegetables uncooked 
‘take the ova into the body. The 
animals from these ova, however, are not 
developed in man. The eggs once in the 
stomach of man increase at an enormous rate. 
From the stomach amy By absorbed by the 
blood vessels leading tothe liver. Here the 
ova form cysts or little bags around them- 
selves, like the caterpillar in its cocoon. 
When this cyst istaken into the stomach of 
the dog it developes into the full grown hy- 
datid, which is one-quarter of an inch tn 
length, with a head one-sixtieth of an inch, 
and having numerous little hooks and suckers. 
Bersenbruch was admitted to the City Hos- 
pital on October 25, 1859. He was a laborer at 
the Jesuit College in Woodstock, and had 
complained of a dull but severe pain in hie 
right side since last spring. He had 
away and lost nearly fo pounds of flesh. 
The doctors at the City Hospital diagnosed his 
case, and on November 1 Prof. Charies F. 
Bevan, in the presence of Drs. J. W. 
Chambers, Thomas 8. Latimer, W. F. 
Smith and John Branham, performed 
what has up to the present time proved 
a very successful operation. Prof. Bevan 
made an incision In the wall of the right side 
of the abdomen, P a below the ribs, and 
aboutagailon and a halt of pus was taken 
from the man’s liver. The method of remoy- 
the hydatid cysts is by means of draining t 
liver, which operation is of modern surgical 
art. The n of the patient before the opar- 
ation was intense, the tumor in his ht side 
having extended his liver nearly fifteen inches. 
The great pain seemed to leave him after the 
2 he now appears to be reeov- 
ering.

While walking west on Finney ave- 
nue I was snatched by two men just 
as I was passing the mouth of the 
alley near Vandeventer avenue.

It was 
a closed wagon with a white top, the front 
being the only part of it which was open. One 
man catching me by the head and the other 
by the feet, they threw meintothe wagon. I 
was so much excited ail this time that 
I did not cry out for belp. 
One of the men who grabbed mel recognized 
as Charley Brothers and he jumped into the 
wagon with me and told tue driver to go on. 
The other man, whom I did not know, did 
not enter the vehicle. Both men in it how- 
ever watched me constantly and they drove 
very fast. When we finally stopped after 
* long drive 1 found we were 
infront of the house of Wm. H. Brothers, 
No. 1442 Mississippi avenue. Charley, who is 
a brother of Mr. Brothers, took me inside. 
The house was in darkness, but the front door 
Was open. I was taken to a room in the third 
story. Everything was dark and I was unable 
to see alight of any kind. Neither did I see 
Mr. or Mrs. Brothers. When 1 got into the 
room Charley Brothers tried: to change his 
voice, but I knew him just the same. He told 
me tonndress and go to bed. I did not un- 
dress, however, but when he commanded me 
again then I thoughtI had better take off my 
shoes, Which I did, and lay down in the bed 
with my clothes on and wait for my chance to 
steal out. This 1 did, but while lying in the 
bed I heard some one move in an udjoining 
room, andI went over and felt the door aud 
found it was locked. Ithen called out that I 
wanted to go down into the kitchen and get a 
drink of water, and an answer came all 
right.’ I went down into the kitchen, 
and when I got there I saw the key 
in the door that leads out in the back yard. I 
took the key out, because I knewthat I was 
being watched, both from the inside of the 
house and also from the back portion, for I 
heard some one moving about the rear yard. 
The reason that Il wanted to escapefrom the 
house by a rear door was because I knew that 
there were too many locks on the front door, 
and 1 could never find the right one 
in the dark that would open the door. 
After getting the drink of water I went up- 
stairs tothe room, which wasthe same one 
I had before I went with Mr. and Mrs. Chas. 
Spink. lreached the room and heard a noise 
in the nextroom again. I thought best then 
tolay downin the bed and appear asleep, 
and watch my chance to make my escape. 
I still had on all my clothes, the only thing 
that I had taken off being my shoes. 

„J must have lain in the bed for more than 
three hours, and after hearing that everything 
was quiet, lgot up, placed my shoes under 
my arm, and with the Key of the kitchen door 
in my hand, I stole down the stairs in my 
stocking feet. I had to feel my way through 
the dark, I reached the door, unlocked it, and 
after I had reached the yard I got out all right 
onthe street. Ithen made my way through 
the rain to Mr. Albert Spink’s house, and 
when I reached there I was wringing wet.’’ 


MR. BROTHERS . 

was called on at his residence, 1442 Mississippi 
avenue, this morning by a PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter and questioned regarding Allie 
Jackman’s alleged abduction by some one 
employed by him. He emphatically denied 
having any connection with the alleged 
abduction and denounced the whole story as 
a fake for the purpose of exciting public 
opinion against him as her guardian. He 
said: 

‘*You can say that there is absolutely no 
truth in the story whatever, and Ian easily 
prove that no one at this house 
had any connection with any abduction and 
that the girl was notin this house at all. She 
bas never been bere since the day of her ab- 
duction by the Spinks. 

It would have been impossible for the girl 
to have been brought to my house last even- 
ing without the knowledge of Dr. D. Jacob 
and his wife, who called on us last evening be- 
fore dinner and remained until after 10 o clock.

Dr. Jacob and his wife were all over the house 
during the eveuing, and were in every room, 
as ated were examining the house with a view 
of building a similar one for themselves. 

Now in regard to the statement that Charles 
Brothers was the one who abducted the girl, 
Il wif say that there is no possibility of 
there being any truth in that story. 
Charles Brothers is my nephew, not my 
son, and he is a conductor on 
some railway in Texas, with headquarters at 

ler. Ihave forgotten the name of the road, 
although he told it to me. About three 
months ago he stopped in St. Louis for a night 
while passing through thecity to visit his 
father, and also on his return. He remained 
at my house over night both times, and the 
girl suw him then, as it was during her stay 
with us. It is utterly impossible for her to 
have been brought here by Charles Brothers 
or any other person. 

The whole story is a pure fake, so I think, 
and 1 don't believe the girl has been away 
from the Spinks at all. They just want to ex- 
cite public opinion against me so that the 
Judge will again appeint Taylor or Spink ber 
guardian. We do not care about gettin pos- 
session of the girl if she is sent to school and 
taken care of as that wasthe only reason why 
I took an interest in the poor little waif. You 
cap readily see that the story is made out of 
whole cloth and that there is really nothing in 
it. I think the public belleves this also. Fon 
will find that the whole thing is merely a 
made-up story.’’

MR. FRANK M. ESTES, 

attorney for Mr. Brothers, was found at his 
office and questioned regarding the alleged 


abduction. He said he had no knowledge 
of any such a thing having 0 
curred and dia not believe 
there was any truth in it. 


He bad not seen Mr. Brothers fora day or 
two, but was satisfied that the whole thing 
was a story manufactured out of whole cloth. 

„If she was abducted at all, I think the 
Spinks abdncted her themselves, as they are 
in that business and they probably did it just 
to keep their hand in. I don’t believe the girl 
was abducted.’’ 

Mr. Estes is Mr. Brothers’ attorney, and has 
been handling the Jackman case for him. 

DR. D. JACOBS 
was found at his office at 1000 Olive street, and 
when asked if he saw anything of the Jack- 
man girl last evening while he was at Mr. 
Brothers’ house, sald that he saw nothing of 
her or any other little girl. 

„We were all over the house, my wife and 
I, and if the girl had been brought there I 
would surely have seen her. We were in 
every room, I guess, and I am positive that 
the girl was not brought there. I think the 
story is untrue all through. I was with Mr. 
Brothers all the evening from about 6 o’clock 
until nearly ll o’clock.’’ 

MR. AL SPINK 
was seen this morning and asked if he did not 
think Allie Jackman had made up the story 
about being kidnaped. 

‘*‘T remained awake several hours last night 
thinking of herstory and wondering if she 
could have been lying, he remarked, ‘‘and 
I have been thinking of it all morning, but the 
more thought I give it the more convinced am 
I that she is telling the truth. 
The firstI knew of the abduction was when 
my brother Charley and Mr. Taylor drove to 
my house at 8 or 8:30 p. m. They told me that 
she was missing and asked my advice as to 
whether thev had better notify the press and 
police. I said there was nothing to be con- 
cealed by them and that they had better call 
atthe newspaper offices and give them the 
story andtotell them that if the girl had 
gone of her own accord she could remain 
where she was and no further effort would be 
made to recover possession of her. At my 
request they called at my house on their 


way back to inform me that they 
still had no tidings of Allie. It 
was probably 10 o’clock then and the 


ain was falling in torrents. I remained in 
he basement reading, as I was worried about 
he effair and did not care to go to bed. About 
11 o’clock I heard the bell moving as though 
some one was tugging atit. It is very stiff 
and hard to pull, and it did not ring. 
Immediately I jumped at the» conclusion 
that it was that littie girl trying to get into my 
house. I rushed up stairs, opened the door 
and found ber standing there In all that pour- 
ing rain. The poor little thing was drenched 
totheskin. When I took ber in she burst 
into tears and I could not learn from 
her who had brought herto the house. It 
was my impression that whoever had taken 
her got tired of going around with her 
and had left her at my door. Think- 
ing I could learn nothing from her 
ust then I rushed outside to sce who had 
rought her tothe house, wishingto behold 
the men before they could make their escape. 
I saw no one near. Aliie’s cries brought down 


my wife, who knew nothing of 
her disappearance, as I had not 
informed her of the fact, 


because she is sick, and I did not wish to 
worry her. I went down the street to the 
police station, a half block away, and asked 
the officers there if they had seen any one 
bring the child to the house. They had 
not. I brougbt the officers back with 
meand made Ally stop crying and tell her 
story. Now she clalms she had taken off her 
shoes and did not put them on until after she 
had got out of the Brothers’ house. When she 
otto my house her shoes were unbuttoned. 
That gives the colorof truth to that part 
When she left my brother’s 
house she had onanubia. This sue claims 
she lost whenthe men grabbed her. She had 
no nubia when she returned. If her story is 
not true, where did she lose it, and if she dia 
not have off her shoes at Mrs. Brothers’ 
house, how did they become unbuttoned? 
If she was not at Mrs. Brothers’ house where 
was she from 6:30 until 11 o’clock with that 
terrible rain-storm prevailing? She is too 
young to think of men as she is a mere child, 
and could not have been in any man’s com- 
pany. Besides sue had a quarter of a 
dollar given her to buy eome fruit at the store 
and if she had been wandering about she 
would certainly have spent some of it for 
candy, car fare or something, but she had it 
tied up in her handkerchief in a tight 
knot. The child would certainly not have 
remained out in that rain of her own free will.

Mrs. Spink hastened tothe 
house of Mr. Taylor and informed him of the 
oceurrence. Mr. Spink in the meantime was 
doing his best to learn what had become of 
the girl, He had a pretty fair idea of where 
she was and intended acting in a very positive 
ananper te-day. 
Mr. Albert Spink, Charles Spink’s brother, 
who lives at No. 2612 Dayton street, was also 
informed of what had happened. About 11 
o’clock he heard thugs at his door bell.

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EMPEROR WILLIAM’S NEW Y&AR’s LETTER 
TO PRINCE BISMARCK. 


The Aggrandizement of the Executive in 
Germany—Editor O’Brien’s Novel—The 
Bishop of Lincoln’s Trial—Politics in 
Venezuela—The Remains of the Ex-Em.- 
pross ef Brazil—Foreign News. * 


LONDON, Jan. 6.—The New Year’s letter of 
the Emperorto Prince Bismarck has aroused 
considerable discusgion over what is calied 
the aggrandizement of the executive in Ger- 
many. The fact which strikes the critios ig 
that since the accession of William II. the 
Emperor figur es more and more asthe main. 
spring of the Government and the Ministers 
fall more and more into the back“ 
ground, while the legislative bodies 
and oven the minor sovereigns 
sink into comparative insignificance, 
This is a departure from the method of Will- 
lam I., who appeared during his lifetime 
rather as the instrument or supporter of his 
Ministers than as the spontaneous controller 
ot all that was done, although the light that 
has since been thrown upon many important 
transactions shows that the monarch was 
often really the prime mover where he was 
least suspected of independent action. His 
grandson for the present seemsmost anxious to 
settle all burning questions himself. This it 
is contended has created a revolution of feel- 
ing among many Germans, who think it is 
putting the clock back a whole century. The 
German official belief, on the other hand, 
seems to be that absolutism is the ideal of the 
future. 

EDITOR O’BRIEN’S NOVEL. 

The novel on which Mr. William O’Brien 
employed his time in prison, will soon be 
published. A friend of Mr. O’Brien, who is 
no bad judge in literary matters, has 
read several chapters of the book, and says he 
believes that it will create a sensation by re- 
vealing remarkabie and hitherto unsuspected 
literary powers on Mr. O’Brién’s part, and 
by shedding light upon the inner soul of 
the Irish problem. Although not a polit- 
ical novel in any sense of the word, it 
is likely to do much for the Irish 


cause. The report that Mr. O’Brien had 
parted with the copyright is incorrect. He 
has received overtures from several publish- 
ere, but bas not as yet offered tlhe work to any 
one. 

THE BISHOP OF LINCOLN’S TRIAL. 

No date has yet been fixed for the resump- 
tion of the Bishop of Lincoln’s trial. The 
bishops, during the past week, have had sev- 
eral animated conferences on the subject of 
broaching the question of the primate’s juris- 
diction at the next session ofthe convocation, 


in which case the trial would stand adjourned ° 


until March. By that time a whole 
year will have elapsed since the 
reconstruction of the Archbishop’s court on 
the promotion of the church association. 
Certainly the haif dozen protests now being 
signed by the clergy—and by none so readily 
as the evangelical clergy—point to a grave 
impeachment in convocation of the Arch- 
bishop’s preliminary judgment with respect 
to his jurisdiction over provincials. 


Venezuelan Politics. 


New YorK, Jan. 6.—A morning paper to- 
day publishes the following correspondence 
from Caracas: : 

The appointment by President Paul, of 


Gen. Alejandro Ybarra to be commander of 
the local forces, illustrates the fickleness of 
Venezuelan politics and politicians, and also 
recalls a bit of romance worthy ofthe days of 
chivairy. When Judge Russell of Massa- 
chusettse was the United States Diplomatic 
— 4 1 here, Guzman Blanco was in the zenith 
of his power and moulded the people to his 
will with a hand of iron. He was absolute 
dictator with powers as great as those 
of Pompeii or Cœsar. W hen this 
modern Jove frowned, dreaa filled the 
air; when he spoke, all heeded well bis 
words. Ybarra was a General in the army at 
the time, a gallant man and a gentieman. 
The beauty and grace of Judge Russeli’s 
daughter captivated his warm but warlike 
heart, andthe proud Venezuelan was led cap- 
tive by a light-hearted American girl with no 
care or trouble to vex her. But care and 
trouble came all too soon. Ybarra and Miss 
Russell were engaged, but the contemplated 
union did not please Guzman. And then one 
of Judge Russell’s reports was published and 
the contents so angered the dictator that he 
ordered Ybarra to break the engagement. 
This Ybarra refused to do and he 
was offered the . alternative of ex 
patriation or wealth and honors in 
Caracas. Overcome with indignant rage, 
Yobarra broke his sword across bis knee and 
hurried from the presence of the man now so 
hateful to his eyes. By the act he chose ban- 
ishroent from bis native land, and, indeed, be 
was fortunate to escape with his life, as Guz- 
man was so wroth that he would probably 
have caused the assassination of Ybarra, for 
Guzman does not hesitate at such trifles as a 
man's lite. However, by the intervention of 
Ybarra’s relatives, some of whom were con- 
nected by marriage with Guzman, he was al- 
lowed to leave the country with his bride. 
The young couple had a hard time of it, and 
the proud Venezuelan was compelled to 
lecture, and he «iso prepared a handbook of 
the English and Spanish languages. 

Two months ago Ybarra returned to Caracas, 
and soon after his arrival the many statues of 
the ‘‘illustrious American,’’ as Guzman de- 
lighted to call himself, were torn down by 
precoucerted arrangement and Guzman de- 
prived of his position as Envoy Extraordi- 
nary and Minister Plenipotentiary to France. 
And now Ybarra is appointed to an important 
position by President Rojas Paul, who was 
placed in the executive chair by Guzman him- 
self, and who now recalls Guzman from bis 
post. Itis whispered that Ybarra is soon to 
be made Secretary of War. Meanwhile Guz- 
man is in Italy, and many people in Caracas 
would give a round sum to know what the 
grizzied warrior contemplates doing. During 
his dictatorship he succeeded in acquiring a 
vast amount of property and he is quite well 
able, if he chooses, to fit out a vessel and re- 
turn to his native laud. In that case a bloody 
revolution would be inaugurated. An amus- 
ing phase of such a contingency would be the 
alarming haste with which many of the anti- 
Guzmanites would flee to the mountains ior a 
change ofair. But I hardly think that such 
an event will occur. Guzman is now too old, 
his health too precarious to venture upon the 
seas like another Napoleon returning from 
Elba. No doubt he would like to revenge 
himself, but while the spirit may be willing, 
the flesh must be too weak.

‘*Owing to the very large vote cast at the 
late election in favor ofthe ‘Planters’ House

The resultfof the late vote seems to be con- 
clusive evidence that it is the desire of a 
large majority of the members to use the 
reserve fund for that pnrpose, since, in a 
total vote of over fourteen hundred, nearly 
70 per cent of the votes cast were in favor of 
the proposition.“ 

STATE GRAIN ISPECTION. 

In reference to grain inspection the report 
says: 

‘*Your board regrets to chronicle the fact 
thatthe General Assembly of the State of 
Missouri at its last session, no doubt under a 
misapprehension of the situation, annulled 
the authority heretofo.e given this Exchange 
for the appointment of a board of grain 
Inspectors for the city of St. Louis by the en- 
actment of a law placing in the hands of the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners the inspec- 
tion of all grain stored in public warehouses 
in the State. 

Early in the year the Grain Board took up 
the question of grain inspection and the reg- 
tration of warehouse receipts, and a commit- 
tee was appointed to suggest such changes in 
our rules as seemed desirable. They were 


well under way with their work 
when the State Legislature took 
up and enacted the law that is 


now in force. Your board, believing this Ex- 
change could best manage the inspection and 
storage of grain coming to this market, and 
that we were fully competent to correct any 
evils that could be shown to exist, used their 
best endeavors to defeat the passage of the 
bill. Meetings of members were called, res- 
olutions passed, and a strong delegation sent 
to the capital to work against ite passage. 
Owing to what we think was the unjust pre. 
udice of some members, and their under- esti- 
mating the difficulty of satisfying everybody, 
with any system of inspection, coupled with 
considerable support the bill received from 
your own body, the bill was passed and is in 
full force in this city and State. 

‘*Since the law took effect your board has 
endeavored in every way in its power to have 
itenforced with the least possible injury to 
our trade, and we feel confident when the 
Legislature meets again we can have the law 
repealed or amended, if wecan show conclu- 
sively that it is working an injury to the grain 
trade of thia city, without benefiting the ship- 
pers of the grain. 

WORK OF THE YEAR. 

It is recommended that all salaried help in 
transportation matters be dispensed with. 
The threatened reduction of the 5 per cent 
difference in favor of St. Louis to 8 cents by 
the Union Pacific Railway was prevented by a 
committee of the members. Reference is 
made to the improvements of the Mississippi 
Kiver and the approaching cempletion of 
the Merchants’ Bridge. A bankruptcy Dill is 
indorsed, and the retention of the member- 
ship in the National Board of Trade recom- 
mended. A tribute of respect to the late 
Henry shaw closes the report.

THE TRENTON TRAGEDY, 


Kniffen Attempts Suicide—The Coro- 
ner’s Inquest Postponed,

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 6.—Dr. Kulffen, the 
husband of the woman who was found 
smothered to death in bed last Friday morn- 
ing, took an ounce of aconite and gashed bis 
wrists and throat with arazor at his home 
this morning between land2 o’clock. Drs. 
Shepherd and Cooper were summoned and 
had no trouble in staunching the flow of 
blood, as the jugular vein bad not been 
reached. The cut in the throat was four 
inches long, but the wrist wound was imma- 
terial. Owing to the largeness of the dose of 


aconite it acted as an emetic and was thrown 
off. The doctor is out of danger. He says he 
attempted his life because he was discouraged 
at the strong tide of public feeling against 
him. 

The inquest in the Kniffen murder case was 
to have begun at 10 o’clock this morning and 
several hundred persons were gathered about 
the Court-house atthat hour. The Coroner, 
however, had decided to allow no one but 
witnesses to be present and foratime it was 
proposed to exclude reporters.

° Accident in a Tunnel.

NEw YorK, Jau. 6.—Another accident 
occurred in the Hudson River tunnel at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning. While several 
bricklayers were building the arch beneath 
midstream on the Jersey side a great mass of 


mud cavedin. The fall was accompanied bya 
loud noise and the thirty workmen were 
temporarily paralyzed with fear. A foreman 
started to run, but in a moment the com- 
ressed air swept towards the men with the 
orce ofa cyclone. They were dashed about 
and with difficuity scrambled to the air 
lock. Another mass of mud caved in and 
added greater force to the artificial tornado 
which was jamming the terrified bricklayers 
against the door of their only means of escape. 
With great difficulty the door of the air lock 
leading to the elevator was pulled open. All 
the men got safely in with the exception of 
Christopher Nelson of Court street, Hoboken. 
The force of the air was so great that the 
efforts of his companions were powerless to 
hold the door ajar for him. He was caught as 
ifin a vice and both legs and arms were 
broken and his body badly crushed. Later the 


mangled body was dragged into the 
alrlock of the elevator and Nel- 
son was sent to Christ’s Hospital at 


Jersey City Heights. His injuries were pro- 
nounced fatal, but up to a late hour last night 
there was life in the mangled body. A re- 

orter visited the scene of the accident and 
ound several workinen at the entrance of the 
elevator discussing the catastrophe. He was 
informed that for hours after the workmen 
had their terrible experience beneath the 
river no one would venture down the elevator. 
It was thought at first that the water had burst 
in. A man named Frank Halpin ventured 
down and discovereu that several tons of mud 
had caved in. Had the thirty bricklayers been 
working at the spot where the mud fell in 
they never would have left the tunnel alive. 
This is the opinion of the foreman.

THIS MAN DORSEY 
isa good-hearted fellow, and with a most 
sympathetic nature. When he saw the pre- 
dicament in which Gus’ non-insulatory prop- 
erties had placed him his heart went out to 
him. So did his hand, and it bad no sooner 
reached Gus’ leg thanthe wire turned ina 
second alarm. Dorsey got the benefit of this 
and to save his neck he could not let go of 
Hufechmidt. The latter stayed with the ear 
trumped and continued to butt the 
bucket. The electric current@satayed with 
the whole combination and left Gus 
and Dorsey pretty limp when they finally es- 
caped.

Let 
the forty or more operators at 
the headquarters of the Bell Telephone Co., 
at Fourth and Pine streets, repeat the new 
cuss words which have been wired by irate 
subscribers since the electrical administra- 
tion. The linemen and electrical operatives, 
too, could tellLa great deal if they wanted to, 
but it is in the interests of their business to 
say nothing. 

A YOUNG GIRL’S NARROW ESCAPE. 

Another incident showing the dangerous 
and careless condition of the electric and tele- 
phone wires inthis city occurred about 10:30 
a. m. yesterday on the northeast corner of 
Eleventh and Market streets in front of the 
City Hall. Miss Conroy, a daughter of John 
J. Couroy, residing at 2209 Eugenia streets, 
was coming over Eleventh street from Chest- 
nut, and when sbe reached the corner of 
Market street apiece of wire was hanging 
down from a pole at the corner which is 
Miss Conroy aid

— of wire until she touched it, then the 

ystanders thought she had been taken with 
an epileptic fit.

REMOVING DEAD WIRES. 


Active Steps to Be Taken to Remedy the 
Electric Light—Telephone Troubles. 


The Board of Public Improvements with the 
co-operation of the electric light and tele- 
phone companies has gone to work in a busi- 
ness-like manner to learn the real cause of 
the difficulties which have arisen since the 
Missouri Electric Light Co. started its plant 
On the first of the month. 

This morning the board Commtttes oD 


Electrie Lights held a meeting, at which Mr. 
Durant of the Bell Telephone Co., and Super- 
visor of Uity Lizhting Matlock were present. 
The whole subject was talked over and all 
possible remedies which could be thought of 
were suggested. 

Mr. Durant was of the opinion that the 
trouble was due not to any single cause but to 
many. It might be, in one case, crossed lines 
of telephone and electric light wires, or it 
might be induction from parallel wires, or 
it might be a case where & dea 
wire made a connection between the lighting 
wires and the telephone wires. The members 
of the committee after some discussion came 
to the decision that the flrst thing to be done 
was to weed out all the dead wires which 
could be found and thus remove one of the 
most annoying troubles. These dead wires 
are mostly old fron wires put up by no one 
knows who apd no one knows when. Ali that 
is known about them in the majority of cases 
is thatthe wires are there and are not in 
service. Some of them are relics of the time 
when wires were run over house- tops and 
across lots in every way imaginable. 

There are a great many of these still up, 
someon the poles and some on the houses. 
One is known to exist which starts down in 
the center of the city and extends out past the 
Fair Grounds. It was found that the board 
had no express or defiuite authority to take 
these wires down, but as they belong to no 
one they could not be ordered down. It was 
then decided that it was within the province 
of the Mayor to grant authority to the board 
to go ahead and get these old wires out of the 
* 


ay. 
Acting Mayor Walbridge was called upon 
and after hearing the statement of the case 
wrote a letter to the board telling in substance 
wires, being a nuisance, should 
come down. With this authority the board, 
atthe regular meeting to-morrow, can in- 
structthe Supervisor of City Lighting to take 
the dead wires down. 
The method adopted will probably be to 
have one or two of the city men who are fa- 
millar with the different lines go out on 
a tour of inspection with one inspector from 
the Telephone company and one from the 
Electric Light company and use their com- 
bined knowledge of the different lines to 
locate the useless wires and take them down. 
The trouble which has made it pecessary 
for the Board of Pnblic Improvements to take 
aband inthe matter was for a time quite 
serious and in some instances 
dangerous. As soon as the Missouri 
Electric Light Plant was put in 
operation it was found that a great many tele- 
phones were put completely out of service 
and that several of them were burned out. 
For a time it looked as if the whole system 
would be crippled. The trouble was leasened 
in a measure by various changes in lines and 
circuits, but even now during the evening 
when the alley lights on the Missouri system 
are lighted a great many telephones are use- 
leas. In several instances it was found that 
the trouble was due to connections estab- 
lished between electric light wires and tele- 
phone lines by dead wires. 

DANGER FROM SLEET. 
Supervisor of City Lighting Matiack said 
this morning, in speaking of the wire troub- 
les: [If this weather continues as it has 
begun we will have a lively time. This rain 
and sieet, if it f.eezes on the wires, may cause 
any amount of trouble, as it is sure to break 
down the lines in dozens of places, and if it 
does we can count on some trouble because 
ice makes a very good conductor and the 
water will spoil the insulation to a certain 
extent.’’

John H. Heman sued the board. Col. Fiad 

demurred to the petition, and passing upon 
the decision Judge Valliant says: . 

The duties devolved on the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements in the act ot 2887 not only 
called for the exercise of their discretion and 
good judgment but gave them an unusually 
large discretion. It provided that they were 
not to be trammeled by the law governing the 
rights of the parties in strictness according to 
contract, but were to do what was right and 
just- in the premises. In fact, 
the manifest intent of the act was to 
enable the Board of Public Improvements 
to relievé claimants like the plaintiff from the 
consequences of an improvident contract with 
the city and adjust the case according to their 
ideas of right under the peculiar circom- 
stances. But the Legislature imposed that 
duty onthe Board of Public Improvements 
and confided the motter to their discretion 
and not on the courts. It ls a general propo- 
sition of law that courte cannot by man- 
damus control the discretion or judgment of 
an officer in whom is reposed a discretion of 
right of judgment; the court may compel bim 
to pass judgment on the case but it 
cannot dictate to him what judgment he shall 
render. In this casethe Board of Public Im- 
provements have rendered their judgment, 
and that is the end of it. If the act attempted 
to retract on the contract made by the city in 
1885 and impose a liability by virtue of that 
contract inforceable at law it would be uncon- 
stitutional, If, instead of providing how, 
UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES, 
the city might reimburse an unfortunate con- 
tractor it had undertaken to so award the pro- 
ceedings so that private property might be ren- 
dered subject to the special tax bilis the con- 
stitutionality of the act would scarcely be 
cootended for; the city as to its rights as a 
contractor is equally under the protection of 
the constitution. The Legislature could not 
in 1887 pass a law that would fix a liability 
on the city as growing out of its contract 
made in 1885, when the contract under the 
law as it was in 1885 imposed no such liability. 
But I do notconstrue the act of 1887 as attempt- 
ing to impose an obligation on the city con- 
trary to its wishes. I think that the mean- 
ing of the act is that it authorizes the 
city to pay a contractor who bas done 
work for which he has no legal iremedy 

rovided the Board of Public Improvements, 

ayor and Municipal Assembly think it — 
and right to do so, and if those officers refuse 
to examine into the case and do what they 
think is right they can be compelled by man- 
damustodoso. Solthink the law is not un- 
constitutional. The demurreris sustained.’’ 


Driving Cattle Through the Streets. 


In the suit of A. Herbert against Wolf Cohn, 
for $5,000 damages for being run over bya 
herd of cattle lu North St. Louis, Judge Val- 
liant says, sustaining a demurrer: 


It is the duty of aman driving a herd of 
beef cattie through the streets of a popuious 
citv to exercise that degree of care and pru- 
dence to avoid injury being tnflicted by the 
cattle that a man of ordinary common 
sense and prudence under like circumstances 
would exercise. It he fails to do so he is 
uilty of negligence in a legal sense, and if 
njury results therefrom he is liable. But if 
he does exercise such care and injury never- 
theless results he is not liable. If the manner 
in which the cattle in the case were driven 
and guarded was negligent, then it is the duty 
of the plaintiff to state the sacts which ne 
thinks constitute negligence and to charge 
that these acts were negligent and thus tender 
an issue which the defendant may join. The 
demurrer to jamended petition is sustained.“

Coroner John M. Frank notified Dr. Brokaw, 
the President of the St. Louis Anatomical 
Board, on Saturday, that jthe body of Edward 
Rungie, then lying in the Morgue, was at bis 
disposal to be removed and devoted to the 
purposes of the organization. To-day the 
permit was revoked, and back of that order 
there is a queer story of domestic discord, 
and it is charged unprovoked murder. 

On October 27 Edward Rungle was cut in 
the abdomen at his bome, 3988 Papin 
street. He had quarreled with James 
Boyle, a fellow laborer, who had 
for months boarded at his house, and 
Boyle had plunged a butcher-knife into his 
body. Rungle was removed to the City Hos- 
pital, where, notwithstanding the serious na- 
ture of his injury, he rapidly improved and 
was soon pronounced out of danger. By the 
middie of December he was out of bed and 
walking about the wards. In ten days he 
would have been discharged as healed. 

But he suffered a relapse. One day he 
complained of intense pains in his side, 
near the now closed wound. Dr. Dalton 
examined the patient the same day. He found 
inflammation had set in. The wound was re- 
opened andan abscess of considerable pro- 
portions was found to have formed. Not- 
withstanding the efforts of the attending

He had a long butcher knife in 
his right hand from which biood was drip- 
ping. He leaned against the casement and 
surveyed Rungie coolly for afew seconds, 
then turned and re-entered the Louse, calling 
back that he would come back and finish the

As Taylor repeated these words Mrs. Run- 
gle, who was seated ina chair across the 
room, sprang 1 to her feet and rushing 
up to the side of the witness she exclaimed:

Then Coroner Frank interfered. He told 
Mrs. Rungleif she did not sit down and be- 
have herself he would have her locked up. 
She did not say another word, but resumed

A NEW AMERICAN CARDINAL,

But churchmen 
who have watched the trend of eventsin the 
Catholie Church of this country, and who have 
observed the enormous growth of the North- 
western diocese, believe that Archbishop 
Ireland may be appointed an associate in the 
ecardinalate with Cardinal Gibbams, the Catho- 
lic primate of the United States aud the Arch- 
bishop of New York. For this reason, a 
prominent Catholic explained yesterday, 
„there may be something in the rumor con- 
cerning Archbishop Irelaud. But, he added 
significantly, ‘‘New York will have its Oardi- 
nal, too.’’

Kilrain and 
Smith fought adraw, Mitchell and Sullivan 
did likewise, and in thie last blackguard-affair 
the Australian was deliberately prevented 
from winning when the ruffianly partisans of 
Smith saw that victory was well withip his 
grasp. The fact is that public sentiment is 
to-day too strong both bere and in England to 
permit naked fist fights to be brought off save 
ina hole-and-corner way. This fact has de- 
prived the ring of the support oi the 
general public, and it is the presence 
of the public in force at the decision of 
professional contests of all sorts that can 
alone insure square dealing and fair play for 
the contestants. Nowadays a majority of 
those who attend prize fightsare either sharps 
intent on ‘‘getting a bit“ by hook or by crook, 
or noodles who are willing to pay through the 
nose for the privilege of rubbing shouiders for 
an hour or so with as cholce a lot of rascals as 
are to be found outside the penitentiaries. A 
few actors, horse owners, jockeys and book- 
makers usually swell the attendance at these 
‘*hog killing matches, but this contingent 
rows smaller every day, and it is almost time 
or the most inveterate advocates of pugilism 
to admit that under prevailing conditions Its 
existence as a sport is no longer desirable or 
even defensible,

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A BIG RAILROAD FIGHT. 


THE CLASH BETWEEN THE HOUSATONIC 
AND CONSOLIDATED ROADS. 


A Dispute Over the Rights and Ownership 
of Property lu Bridgeport, Conn. —Ihree 
Sihousand Workmen Involved in the 
Fight—A Freight Train Prevents Open 
Houatilities—Legal Proceedings. 


By Telegraph to the Fosr-Disr Aron. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Jan. 6.—A serious 
clash between the two great raliroads of 
this State has degun over the rights 
and ownership of property in this city. 
Upward of three thousand men of the 
two roads were ready to strike the 
first blow at 9 o’clock Saturday evening, but a 
temporary injunction has prevented serious 
trouble. The Housatonic Railroad Co. owns 
land from the grain elevator to Clinton street, 
over which the consolidated road runs its 
main line of two tracks. Between these two 
tracks and Water etreet is a siding used 
by the Consolidated but owned by the 
Housatonic roud. When the Con- 
solid ated road was  bnilt, the right 
of way for one track was given by the Housa- 
tonic at an annual rent of $400. This arrange- 
ment continued until four years ago, when a 
collision on the Consollidated single track 
killed several persons. Then double tracks 
were laid... The Housatonic demanded more 
rent and a year ago asked $4,000 per annum. 
The land is very valuable and wanted by the 
Housatonic for its yards and freight business. 
The Consolidated has as yet made no sign of 
paying. Col. Stevenson, Vice-President and 
General Manager of the Honsatonic 
system, after taking the dest legal 
advice, decided to take possegsion of the sid- 
ing and east bound track of the Consolidated, 
that part only which lay upon Housatonic ter- 
ritory, and fence it in. The greatest secrecy 
has been followed. Saturday the new style of 
steel frogs arrived; also rails, fencing and all 
the materialfor the work. Yesterday morn. 
ing electric lights were set up for the work. 
Last night several hundred Housatonic track 
men were sworn in as special policemen. 


Mayor Robert De Forrest was consuited and he 
ordered the Chiet of Police to give the Housa- 


tonic 
ALL PROTECTION. 

About 5 o’clock Chas. P. Clark, President of 
the Consolidated, came over from New Haven 
in his private cur. He had got word of the 
coup. Shortly after Road Master Daggett 
with a train load of laborers arrived. At 8:30 
a train came over the Housatonic road with 
many hundred laborers. About the same 
time. a long freight came from New Tork and 
stopped on the very land disputed. There it 
stood, the engine with its nose over the upper 
line of the disputed terri and the tail of 
the train Consoli- 
dated land. was 
asked to re- 
served and he ordered the police on duty 
to do so. The Housatonic men ordered the 
freight to move on, but the engineer would 
not stir. The Hougatonic men could not be- 
gio taking up the Consolidated track with 
the freight train standing upon it and word 
came that more freight trains were on their 
way from New York. As soon as the first ad- 
vanced another would take its place and this 
procedure was to last | 
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land and tb move off the freight train at all 
hazards. As this was about to be carried into 
effect Deputy Sheriff Leonard appeared upon 
the scene and served injunction papers upon 
the Superintendent of the Housatonic, W. K. 
Lyon, and all other officials and employes, re- 
strainine the Housatonic from intertering with 
the tracks of the Consolidated. The injunc- 
tion was granted by Judge Hall. The writ is 
returnable totbe Superior Court on the first 
Tuesday in February. During the time all the 
traftic ofthe Consolidated road was carried 
over their west bound track. A tremendous 
crowd gathered and both sides seemed ready 
fora fleht should the signal be given. The 
freignt will, stand on the disputed ground 
until daylight, the west bound track being 
used for through traffic.

THE PLAN OF CAMPAIGN.

HOW THE CLAIMS FOR THE WORLD’S FAIR 
WILL BE URGED. 


An Important Conference That Was Held 
Before the Departure of the Washington 
Delegation—How the Campaign Will Be 
Conducted —The Peculiarly Advanta- 
geous Position of St. Louis.

Before their de- 
parture for 
Washington, the 
World’s Fair 
Committee cred- 
ited to that city, 
and which ar- 
rived at the na- 
tional capital this 
morning,had laid 
its plans for the 
campaign very 
carefully, and its members are confident that 
unless some very unexpected alliances are 
entered into that St. Louis will win the fight. 
An informal discussion was held on Saturday 
afternoon,at which five members of the Wasbh- 
ington delegation were present, and on invi- 
tation Farmer Wade participated in the de- 
liberations., 
SPCHANGE OF PLAN. 

Nota little preparation had been made for 
carrying on what was called an aggressive 
campaign; that is to say the members of the 
committee had not only determined to set 
forth the advantages of St. Louis, but to carry 
the war into Africa by stating the disadyaa- 
tages of the cities that had entered the race 
against it. This plan found many advocates, 
and it was intended to commence an attack as 
soon as the delegation arrived in Washington. 
At the conference, however, it was decided to 
do nothing of the kind. One or two gentle- 
men who had visited Washington in 
the interest of the Worid’s Fair, deciared that 
the hostility that had been aroused between 
the supporters of New York and Chicago had 
proved highly detrimental to the cause of both 
cities, as if one found that he could not secure 
the coveted prize itself it would do all in its 
powerto prevent theother from winning a 
victory. The one beneficiary from the bitter 
contest that had been waged in Washington 
between the advoéates of New York and Chi- 
cago was St. Louis. The course of the repre- 


sentatives of this city at the national capital, 
although calling for less activity, had proved 
itself 10 be by far the wisest and most et- 
fective. 
AN ADVANTAGEOUS POSITION. 
This city now held a position in which its 
claims could be set forth in the mest advan- 
e0us manner and bad pursued a course 
which had prevented the possibility of any 
hostility being aroused. St. Louis had rivals, 
but no enemies, and there was nothing in the 
position that itoccupied which would render 
it difficult for the supporters of either of its 
principal rivaisto cast their votes for it in 
case they could not hope to win the 
fight themselves. As but one city 
can be selected the probabilities 
were believed to indicate that this 
support would result in the selection of St. 
Loujs. To abandon this vantage-ground, and 
by delittling the claims of other cities, and 
arousing the animosity of their supporters, 
was decided to be very bad politics, an 
thoge present at the conference determined 
to use their influence to prevent the inaugu- 
ration of what might be called an agressive
